The arrests were the result of the 
activities today and tonight of Deputy 
Police Commissioner Dougherty, who 
has assumed active charge of the po- 
lice hunt for the murderers of Herman 
Rosenthal. More arrests are expected 
at any moment, the commissioner as- 
serted, but as to the nature of these 
arrests he would say nothing. 

Murderers Not Yet Arrested. 

When questioned as to the real sig- 
nificance of tonight's work, the coms: 
missioner was reticent. This much, he 
said definitely: 

“Webber and Paul are not charged 
with being in the ‘murder car’ at the 
time the fatal shots were fired, nor ara 
the men who actually did the shooting 
in custody; the arrests do not clear up 
the case “by” a” jugful,” although the 
police have made material progress in 
solving the problem which has busied 
the police department and the district 
attorney’s office for a week.” 

Whether the evidence obtained today 
leads toward Lieutenant Charles 
Becker, charged by Rosenthal with 
exacting tribute from New York gam<- 
blers, Commissioner Dougherty de- 
clined flatly to discuss. Mr. Dougherty, 
admitted that Becker wag not at po- 
lice headquarters today, but declared 
that the lieutenant had not been ar- 
rested. 

“Becker is not involved more now 
than he was twenty-four hours ago,” 
said the commissioner, and with thag 
dismissed the subject. 

He Knows About Becker. 

“Jack” Sullivan is regarded as the 
man who can throw the light on Beck. 
er’'s participation in the case. Whether 
he has already done this is a matter 
of conjecture; but Commissioner 
Dougherty admitted that Sullivan had 
told him he left Lieutenant Becker's 
automobile in the vicinity of Broadway 
and Forty-second street one hour and 
a half before the assassination on 
Tuesday morning. Sullivan was also 
in “Bridgie” Webber's place between 
1:15 and 2 o’clock. 

Whether the rest of the men who are 
mplicated were in WetLoer'’s the com- 
misioner refused to say. 

Sullivan is said to have admitted 
that he was with “Bald Jack" Rose _n 
Friday evening in Sam Paul's place, 
Rose is now locked up in the Tombs 
charged with complicity in the murder, 
After leaving Rose, Sullivan went to 
the fight in Madison Square and at the 
conclusion of the bout joined Lieuten- 
ant Becker and was criven away from 
the garden in the latter’s machine.

ARTESIAN WELL WATER 
FOR GREENSBORO NOW 


Greensboro. Ga., July 21.—(Spevial.) 
Greensboro has an artesian well 
which is 271 feet deep and when tested 
sént forth a flow of about fifty gallons 
per minute of pure, cold, tasteless and 
odorless water. 

It requires about 100 
minute to supply the city, 
the city council has arranged for the 
boring of another wel' If fortune is 
so kind to the additional well, fully 
100 gallong of pure water will come 
from both wells—sufficient to supply 
the city. The second well is being 
bored about 200 feet northwest. of the 
first well.

VS. THE CATTLE TICK 


OR many years I have ever and 
anon insisted that the redemp- 

tion of southern agriculture .8 
‘to be found in developing our live- 
| stock industry. It has been truly said 
'that no state or country has ever 
| achieved great and permanent wealth 
‘and prosperity except on the basis of 
live-stock breeding in one or more or 
all of its branches. It is the natural 
‘foundation of all extended agricul- 
tural success. It has been repeatedly 
'shown by actual trial that the natural 
conditions of soil and climate are ideal 
for the production of every species of 
domestic animals, excepting—readlly 
admitte€a—Eskimo dogs and reindeer. 

Horses and Mules. 

So far as I know there is no obsta- 
cle in the way of success in the breed- 
ing of horses and mules all over the 
south, and it ts difficult to sive a 
sound reason why we should not pro- 
duce all of these animals that may be 
needed by our people in town and 
country, and thousands upon thou- 
sands for export. Kentucky, Tennes- 
see and Missouri are famous for fine 
mules and horses, but these states 
have no natural advantages that are 
superior to those of the more souther- 
ly cotton states.

Exterminate the Tick. 

Every cattle owner that knows any- 
thing about cattle that is worth 
knowing now knows that the cattle 
tick is the cause of Texas fever, and 
the disease is now pretty commonly 
known as “tick fever’ because the bite 
of ticks is the olyy way in which the 
disease is communicated to cattle ex- 
cept by inoculation. =

FEEDING A FOAL. 

P. F. Jones, Tomnolen, Miss.—I have 
read with interest the article in last 
Tuesday's Constitution under the cap- 
tion, “Mare Disowns Her Foal,” and I 
want to ask a little further informa- 
tion as to how to prepare the wheat 
shorts for feeding a motherless foal—~— 
that is what quantity of shorts should 
be mixed with a certain quantity of 
water and how’ much of this and how 
often should it he feq? How old should 
colt be before the shorts could be used 
exclusively? Could it be fed mixed 
with cow's milk from the Start? How 
iong before the colt could be fed ex- 
clusively on oats and hay, and how 
much of the oats should it have? 

: Answer—As Stated in the reply to 
J. D..” ta: The Tri-Weekly of July 9 
the wheat shorts are prepared in the 
Same way as directed for linseed meal 
using 3 or 4 tablespoonfuls to one 
quart of water, or guch amount as 
may be found (by experiment) to pro- 
duce a thin sizing or jelly. Give it as 
you would the milk if you had it a 
little, say one ping every hour for the 
first 24 hours. Then more at a time 
and less after for two or three weeks 
and after that alt it wants, four or 
Nve times a day. It was not intended 
to convey the idea tha the shorts 
should be fed with the ‘ow'’s milk 
but in the absence pf any ‘ilk at all 
Continue for a month, . 1 in the 
meantime place a little swe. hay and 
crushed and steamed (not “strained’’) 
oats where it can get at it, and it will 
soon learn to eat both, asa finally 
whole oat grains and hay, as much as 
it will eat, three or four times 2 day.

obeyed. 

And so he has passed away, this un- 
fortunate being for whom all things 
looked bright in his young manhood, 
and who died a pauper, with none to 
mourn his death, and only a few to 
miss him among his fellow unfortu- 
nates to whom charity gave a home.
